Capt, Moffett Outs 
Preparedness Plan 
il 1500. 


Fifteen hundred civilian Chicagoans 
will find themselves in the thick of anti- 
submarine warfare within a few weeks 
if the expectations of Capt. W. A. Mof- 
fett of the Great Lakes Naval 
station come true. | 

These 1,500 men are yachtsmen and 
others who are keenest for immediate 
naval preparation. At least 100 yacht 
owners and yachting enthusiasts gath- 
ered last night in the Chicago Yacht 
club and listened to the plans of Capt. 
Moffett. These include immediate train- 
ing, equipment of power craft, and the 
swift transfer of men and boats to the 
seaboard, there to patrol for subma- 
rines. * a 
The 100 yachtsmen who met last 
night already have volunteered for 
service in the Chicago Yachtsmens’ 
Naval atxiliary. Those who own boats 


Capt. Moſtett told them the government 
expects Chicago to- furnish 1,500 men 
and the great lakes district to furnish | 
a total of 6,000 men in this volunteer 


TO SPEED me 
4 é purpose of Capt. Moffett 
to speed up the training system so that 
men may be sent to the seaboard for 
patrol service at once. To do this it 
will be necessary to “cram the rudi- 
ments of signaling, radio, gunnery, and 
navigation.

| All Incomes Over 


$100,000 a Hear. 


(By as Staff Correspondent.) | 
Washington, D. C., March 21.— [Spe- 
cial]~The administration has under con- 


| 


| sideration plans for a new revenue act 


conscripting all personal incomes in ex- 
cess of $100,000 a year during the period 
of war with Germany. 

It is estimated that such a law com- 
bined with the increased supertax on 
other large incomes would produce be- 
tween $2,000,000,000 and 83,000,000. 000 4 
year, which the administration believes 
would: be adequate for the necessities of 
this country. 

The plan, in addition to confiscating 
the excess of incomes over $100,000, calls 
for drastic increases in the tax rates on 
incomes under that amount, ranging 
from 5 per cent on the smaller ones to 
50 per cent on the larger ones between 
650,000 and $100,000 a year, and heavy 
taxes on corporation incomes. 

Wealth Serves with Labor. 
The purpose of such a law, it is stated, 
is to have wealth bear its share of the 
war burden along with labor. 

The advantages of the law, in the opin- 
ion of its sponsors, would be many fold. 


In the first place, it would kill the cry 


that war was being waged in the interest 
of the immensely rich, for it would wipe 
out the profits heretofore derived from 
war. In the second place, it would re- 
duce the bonded debt placed on future 
generations. 7 

In the third place, such a law would 
compel the men who do not give military 
service for their country to pay for the 
| service of others in proportion to their 
ability to do so. 1 

a Bar on Excess Profits. 
In addition to conscripting individual 
incomes above $100,000 and increasing 
the tax on incomes less than $100,000, 
the proponents of the plan would con- 
script the incomes of corporations in 
excess of some margin of profit, say 6 
or 8 per cent. ‘ 
The present revenue law levies a tax 
of 8 per cent on all profits in excess of 
per cent on the capital of corpora- 
It is estimated that with the present 
supertax of only 10 per cent on large 
fortunes, between $200,000,000 and 2500 
000,000 will be realized this year. The 
returns for 1916 show more than 2, 
persons with incomes in excess of $100,- 
000 a year and close to 150 of these with 
incomes in excess of $1,000,000. In addi- 
tion, between 300,000 and 400,000 persons 
pay a tax on incomes ranging from 


| $3,000 to 3100. 000.

2—The dispatch of troops to Europe. 

3—An agreement with Great Britain, France, 
Russia, and Japan for no separate peace. 
. The first of these concerns the welfare and se- 
curity of the United States not only now but for 
time to come. Universal military service is the 
guaranty of a free country. It is the assurance of 
the continuance of a free people. It does not pro- 
vide a machine by which republican forms ot gov- 
ernment can be supplanted by absolutism. For 
that service a Pretorian guard is needed. 

Universal military service provides an army

hoh is a part of the people. The greater part of 


that army is civilian in its pursuits and method of 
living. In it only, one class, the boys of 19, is 
under arms and in barracks.

MPEROR WILLIAMS envoy at 

Peking, Rear Admiral Paul von 

Hintze, who has received his 

f passports from the Chinese gov- 
 @mment, will be fortunate if he 
can find at Shanghai a Dutch or Dan- 
ish ship bound for Java or Siam, which 
are about the only two places where he 
could find refuge for the present in the 
orient, since he has no means of return- 
ing to Berlin. For while China can pro- 
vide for his safe departure from its 
shores, it. cannot give him a safe con- 
duct through the hostile territory of 
any other nation now at war with Ger- 
many. It has been intimated to him 


China he will have to submit to the 
process of internment. 

The admiral is the same Paul Hintze 
who as flag lieutenant of Admiral Died- 
erichs had such a memorable interview 
with the late Admiral Dewel in the Bay 
of Manila just after the destruction of 
the Spanish fleet in May, 1898. Hintze 


had been sent by his chief to the flag- 


ship of Dewey to ask for explanations 
for the manner in which German steam- 
ships had been held up by the blockad- 
ing forces. It wa 
American admiral remarked, “ Why, I 
shall stop each vessel, whatever be her 
colors, and if she does not stop I shall 


the admiral added. If Germany wants 
war, then——”’ whereupon the young flag 
lieutenant, with the object of averting 
a crisis, abruptly broke off the interview 
and took his yas N 


Dewey refers in his book in eulogistic 
terms to Hintze, and there is no doubt 
that the tact which the young officer dis- 
played in his interview with Dewey con- 
tributed to avert further unpleasantness 
at a moment when the relations between 
the American and the German com- 
manders in chief were exceedingly 
strained, It was, indeed, the tact which 
he exercised on this occasion that com- 
mended him to the favorable notice of 
the kaiser, who some years afterwards 
appointed him to the particularly deli- 
cate and difficult post of German mili- 
tary plenipotentiary to the court of the 
czar. 

This office must not be confounded 
with that of the German ambassador, 
nor yet with that of his naval attaché 
in the Russian capital. At Petrograd 
until the beginning of the present war 
there was, in addition to the naval and 
military attachés of the German embas- 
sy there, always a military plenipoten- 
tiary, who had his Muscovite counter-, 
part at the court E Berlin. 


This 1 which existed in 
the case of no other government, dated 
back to the beginning of the nineteenth 
century, when the relations between the 
‘reigning houses of Russia and Prussia 
were so intimate (the consort of Nicho- 
las I. being a sister of King Frederick 
William IV. and of old Emperor Wil- 
liam of Germany) that the most confi- 
dential offices of the household of the 
ezar and czarina were held by Prus- 
sians, while the Muscovite government 
undertoek the transportation to Siberia 
and the maintenance in penal servitude 
there of all the Prussians who had in 
one way or another given offense to 
their ruler at Berlin, Prussia having no 
penal colony of her own. . 

With the object of still further cement- 
ing the ties between the two courts the

Ex-FHmperor Nicholas, Hke his father, 
Alexander III., before him, was wont 
to wear the dark green uniform of the 
Preobajensky regiment of the guard in 
preference to any other garb, It is the 
crack corps of the Muscovite army, out- 
ranking every other, and has until now 
always had the e. for its colonel 
in chief. 

That this, his own partioular regi- 
ment, should have abandoned the cause 
of Nicholas and marched, headed by all 
ita other officers, on the outbreak of the 
revolution to the duma palace in order 
to give its allegiance to the provisional 
government must have hit him very 
hard. 

Yet there is no regiment that has 
played a more notable role in the vari- 

ous changes of reigns in Russia. First 
terete by Peter the Great, when still 
a 16 year old boy, with the help of 
his French tutor, Lefort, it enabled 
him to deprive his sister, Sophia, of the 
regency and of supreme power and to 
possess himself-of the throne. 

The Preobajenskys, who are all giants 
in stature, again helped Grand Duchess 
Elizabeth to wrest the crown from Czar 
Ivan and to prociaim herself empress. 
Ivan, it may be remembered, was mur- 
dered in the Schlusselburg fortress. In 
1762 Peter III. was seized by the Preo- 
bajenskys, forced to avdicate in favor 
of his wife, Catherine the Great, and was 
shortly afterwards put to death by a 
sergeant of the regiment in question in

Again it was the 3 and men of 
this crack corps of the army who de- 
prived Paul of his throne by putting him 
to death, thereby elevating to supreme 
power his son, Alexander IJ. 

Finally, many of the chief officers 
of the regiment, including the Trou-

in the so-called Decembrist conspiracy 
of 1825, which had for its object the re-

THE COLOMBIAN TREATY. 
Chicago, March 21.—[{Editor of The 
Tribune. ]—Your editorial “‘ Hush Money 
for Colombia is not pleasing to Colom- 
bians, as it breathes unfriendliness to- 


ent to settle peacefully her controversy 
with the United States. The spirit of 
your statements does not agree with the 
principles of democracy advocated by the 
American government and nation. 
Colombia is not trying to injure this 
country in any way. It is not in the mind 
of Colombians to ally themselves with 
foreign powers in order to settle her in- 
ternational difference with the United 
States. Should it be necessary for her to 
break diplomatic relations with this gov- 
ernment or should even a state of war 
develop, which we would consider most 
unfortunate, Colombia would not ask as- 
sistance from Europeans or Asiatics nor 
contemplate same, since not a single na- 
tion ever moved a finger in her defense 
when the affront against her was com- 
mitted. In case of war Colombia would 
gallantly and firmly suffér alone its con- 
sequences. It would uphold its national 
honor just the same as Belgium did it 
against such a mighty empire as Ger- 
many. 

As to paying Colombta $25,000,000, let 
me remind you of the fact that on Feb. 
15, 1913, the United States minister to 
Colombia, Mr. James T. Du Bois, pre- 
sented a memorandum to the govern- 
ment of the latter in which he stated 
that the total sum which could be sub- 
‘mitted to arbitration amounted to $49,- 
946,000, and that, taking other facts into 
consideration, the grand total loss of 
Colombia would go as high as $97,446,000. 
It is clear then that the payment to be 
made to that nation fades almost into 
insignificance when compared with the 
original amount of the loss sustained by 
her,
